a kind of phy siologic process. I 
was talking to one of the new 
prophets of this science the other 
day and he began to list the things 
that the bodies of old people did 
that could not possibly be classi­ 
fied as disease processes. 
“ For instance.” he said, "all the 
cells in a y oung person's body di­ 
vide about every y ear. Some of 
them divide and make two cells 
a'- often as once a minute. The old 
say ing that we have an entirely 
new body every y ear depends a 
great deal on what class of cells 
y ou are talking about. 


Activity of Tells 
"They must have been thinking 
of the old person when they made 
it every seven y ears. Except for 
the nerve cells, which never renew 
themselves, the y oung person is a 
hive of activity . Think how often 
his bone cells replace themselves, 
and his muscles and his skin. 
"The old organism is a sluggish 
affair compared to that. 
But it 
couldn't quite be called 
p. disease. 
"This holds true for tissue oxi­ 
dation also. The y oung cell is us­ 
ing up oxy gen at a terrible rate, 
while the old one finds it an awful 
effort to absorb a molecule of oxy ­ 
gen once an hour. 
"Some sy stems age farter than 
others. The heart and blood ves- 


how well grandpa's appetite holds 
up. T hat’s true, but he has a te r­ 
rible time climbing the stairs with­ 
out puffing and hanging onto his 
heart. 
Brain and Nervous Sy stem 
"The brain and nervous sy stem 
are variable. In some they go to 
pieces early , in others, late. When

— Roosevelt, Churchill, Stimson, 
Hull, Knox. Morgenthau. Ickes— 
y ou must acknowledge that the 
brain holds up very well. 
"There is one great fear that 
elderly people can rid themselves 
of. They stand surgical operations 
very well. In fact, they stand them 
much better than medicines. I have 
seen an old gaffer go wild as a coot 
on a dose of luminal that would 
have put a fellow of twenty to 
sleep like a baby . And I have seen 
an old man take an anesthetic 
and have about a foot of his bowel 
taken out and never turn 
a hair."
